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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The Request for Continued Examination (RCE) filed on August 28, 2006 under 37 CFR 
1 . 1 14 is acknowledged. An action on the RCE follows. 

Status of the Claims 

2. Claims 6-10 and 22 are pending. 

Applicant's amendments filed August 28 and September 21, 2006 are acknowledged, and 
applicants' response has been fully considered. Claim 22 has been amended. Therefore, claims 
6-10 and 22 are examined. 

Substitute Specification 

3. A clean copy of a substitute specification has been filed on August 28, 2006. 
Applicants have requested waiver of the requirement of 37 CFR 1.125(c) requiring that a 
substitute specification be submitted with markings showing all changes relative to the 
immediate prior version of the specification of record on August 28, 2006, and the petition has 
been granted on January 16, 2207. Therefore, the substitute specification is entered. 

New Informalities 

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

A set of drawings (Figs. 1-21) filed on September 21, 2006 is acknowledged, where the 
' description of drawings should be consistent with the number of figures in the specification, e.g., 
if there are Figs. 5 A, 5B, 5C, 5D and 5E, then the description of drawings should also indicate 
Figures 5A-5E, however, the specification only indicates Fig. 5. See also Figs. 10A-10D and 
Figs. 13A-13W. Appropriate correction is required. 
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Sequence Listing 

5. A paper copy of Sequence Listing filed August 28, 2006 is acknowledged, and the 
computer readable form (CRF) has been entered. It appears that Fig. 10A-10D contains several 
amino acid sequences and some of them do not have sequence identifiers, Applicants must 
comply with the requirements of the sequence rules (37 CFR 1.821-1.825) and provide a copy of 
sequence listing and CRF containing all the sequences. Table 9 (at page 83) contains many 
peptides, however, the sequence identifiers "SEQ ID NO:" are not listed for these peptides. 
Appropriate correction is required.

6. The previous objection to the specification is withdrawn in view of applicant's 
submission of a substitute specification, and applicants' response at pages 9-10 in the 
amendment filed August 28, 2006.

7. The previous objection to the specification regarding new matters is withdrawn in view 
of applicant's submission of a substitute specification, and applicants' response at pages 9-10 in 
the amendment filed August 28, 2006. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Claim 22 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 
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Claim 22 is indefinite since the claim does not have a period at the end of the 
sentence. 

Regarding the phenyl group, claim 22 has been amended to recite the phenyl group of 
phenylstatine, thus the rejection is withdrawn. 



9. Claim 22 is rejected; and claims 6-10 are free of art.
